Tuesday the people of Arkansas will vote on a proposal, to 


increase the state highway debt by 28 million dollars. 


It ought to be defeated. The record tells you so. 
Twenty years ago Arkansas borrowed heavily to build the 


present highway system. We still owe 118 million dollars. And 
one of the reasons is that while we were retiring 55 millions 
of principal we paid 101 millions of interest! 


Unable to change the' terms of the original bond issue the 


state adminisration is forced to ask for a second-mortgage, 
"with interest not to exceed 3.2 per cent." Three and two- 
tenths per cent on 28 millions is approximately $900,000 in- 
terest per year. 


When will we quit putting tax money in the hands of bond 


brokers and start putting it on the highways? 


Arkansas for years has been paying almost twice the in- 


terest rate on road bonds that the City of Hope and many 
another municipality pays when it wants to borrow money. 
Doesn't this tell you there is, something wrong about the 
state's proposal to borrow again on Tuesday? 


There is an alternative to the bond proposition. It is what 


we will have to do if the bond issue is defeated. And that is, 
to increase the state highway revenues and build roads on a 
pay-as-you-go plan. And if the bond issue is defeated Tues- 
day this newspaper pledges Governor McMath to support a 
pay-as-you-go plan. 


For we are going to get the highways repaired, one way 


or another — everybody is agreed on that. 


But as one who advocated the original Martineau highway 


note issue of 20 years ago, and reviewing our close shaves 
with financial disaster in the years between, this writer can 
say without apology or prejudice that Tuesday's bond pro- 
posal puts us on dangerous ground. 


The record shows that we are wearing out our highways 


faster than we are paying for them.

Ecuador Radio 
Listeners Get 
'Pretty Hot7 


Quito, Ecuador, Feb. 14 —(UP) 


—Police said today that the. pro- 
gram director of Radio Quito was 
responsible 
for a weekend radio 
dramatization of a Martian inva- 
sion which so frightened and in- 
furiated listeners they burned down 
the station, killing six persons. 


The program was broadcast Sat- 
urday night. It was based on H. G. 
Wells' novel, "War of the Worlds," 
similar to the Orson Welles broad- 
cast which frightened sections o f 
America in 1D38. It described 
a 


fictional Martian invasion of Ecua- 
dor at Cotocollao, near Quito. 
Frightened Ecuadorians jammed 


Quito's streets during and after the 
broadcast, screaming "down with 
the radio" because of the public 
scare it had created. They set fire 
to the building, which also housed 
the morning newspaper "El Com- 
mercio" and the afternoon paper 
"Ultimas Noticias." 


Police 
attempted 
to quell the 
mob with tear gas but were un- 
successful. 
Soldiers 
with 
tanks 
were called out and 
finally 
re- 
stored order. Twelve persons were 
reported in hospitals with serious 
iniuries, 
including 
four 
civil, 


guards who received brain con- 
cussions when beaten by the mob. 
.The station's program director, 
Leonardo Paez, was one of the 
employes in the thre-story build- 
ing who sought refuge on the third 
floor as the flames spread through- 
out the structure. 


When surrounded by fire he re- 


portedly wrapped himself in papers 
and leaped. He landed on several 
persons in the street, these reports 
said, 
and was injured seriously. 


Police said they were searching 
for him. 


Another employe, Nicolas Man- 


tilla, also leaped from a third floor 
window. He was killed. Bodies of 
others were found in the ruins of 
the building after the fire was ex- 
tinguished Sunday morning. 


The management of 
the com- 
bined radio-newspaper 
enterprise 


issued a statement saying the radio 
station and the two newspapers 
would continue to operate after a 
few days. 


However, the building, with all 


its presses and broadcasting equip- 
ment, was destroyed.

o'-dinarv consistory of the college 
of cardinals- of the Roman Cath- 
olic church on the case o' Josef 
Cardinal Mindszenty, the plaintiff 
asked prayers to the end that: 


"X x x those who rashly trample 


upon the liberty of the church and 
the rights of 
human 
conscience 


may at length understand that no 
civil society can endure where re- 
ligion has been 
suppressed 
and 


God, 
as it were, driven into exile." 


The pope said "our soul 
is 


crushed with most bitter grief" by 
the trial and condemnation of the 
Hungarian primate. 


In a brief speech to 16 cardinals 
closeted with him in the consis- 
torial hall of the apoltolic palace, 
the pontiff declared the Hungarian 
primates trial had not been fair- 
ly reported. 


"The 
principle 
object 
of the 
trial," the pope said, "was to dis- 
rupt the Catholic church in Hun- 
gary and precisely for the purpose 
set forth in thp sacred scripture: 
" 'I shall strike the shepherd and

AMA Proposes 
Federal Health 
Cabinet Post 


Chicago, Feb. 14 —(xT 
1)— Creation 


of a federal department of health 
headed by a medical doctor with 
cabinet status is among 12 reco- 
mmendations 
offered 
by 
the 


American Medical association as 
an alternative to the proposed com- 
pulsory health program. 


The plan was announced yester- 
day by Dr. Elmer Henderson of 
Louisville, Ky., chairman of the 
AMA board of trustees, who said 
no action has yet been taken to 
obtain its adoption by congress. 


Dr. Henderson said that under 
the plan, the 
new 
department 


would be responsible for "coordi- 
nation and integration of all fed- 
eral health activities" except for 
the armed forces. It would 
have 


charge of promoting new medical 
and hospital facilities, 
including 


those to care for aged and chron- 
cally ill, speed up medical and 
nursing 
.education, 
medical 
re- 
search and public health educa- 
tion. 


Voluntary hospital and medical 
care plans would be encouraged to 
expand and each state would be 
authorized to establish a "medical 
care authority and receive .and 
administer funds with proper rep 
resentation of medical and con- 
sumer interests." 


The AMA has 
vigorously ex- 


pressed opposition to the compul- 
sory health bills proposed by Sen- 
ator Murray (D-Mont) and Rep. 
Dingell (R-Mich). Last December 
the association approved a plan to 
assess each of the 140.000 AMA 
members $25 each for a campaign 
described as one to educate Amer- 
icans on the progress of medicine. 


Other AMA proposals: 
Promotion of medical research 


through a national science founda- 
tion with grants to private institu- 
tions which have facilities and per- 
sonnel sufficient to carry on quali- 
fied research. 


Development of diagnosis facilit- 
ies, health centers and hospital ser- 


• vices, locally originated but rural 
and other areas in which the need 
,can 
be shown with local adminis- 


tration and control as provided by 
the national hospital survey and 
.construction act or by suitable pri- 
vate agencies establishment of lo- 
cal public health 
units of such 


services as communicable disease 
control, vital 
stitistics, 
environ- 


mental sanitation, control of ven- 
ereal diseases, maternal and child 
hygiene and public health labora- 
tory, services. 
Renume.ratiQn._of 
health officials commensurate with 
their responsibility; development of 
a program of mental hygiene with 
aid to mental hygiene clinics in 
suitable areas.
